1977 is now history and 
Coffee County officials hope the 
recently completed year will 
‘be remembered as a year of 
“accomplishment” for all the 


county. Probate Judge James. 


L. Sawyer recently released a 
year-end report that listed six 
major accomplishments during 
the past twelve months, Foll- 
owing is a list of those ac- 
complishments; 


***1) - The County Commission 
established a priority system 
for road construction, The new 
system is based on a formula 
devised by County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins which takes sev- 
eral factors into consideration, 
The roads gre graded on popu- 
lation, — ic, soil, potential 
use and whether or not the 
road is a bus or mail route, 
Under this system a list of 
all roads to be worked in 1978 
has already been released, 


**#2) ~ The County Highway 
Department has done an ex- 
cellent job on the roads thr- 
oughout the county, A brief 
list of roadwork done during 
1977 includes: }. paved 11,345 
miles of county roads at a 
cost of $410,609.26, Average 
cost+per mile for base pav- 
ing and erosion control is 
$36,192.97, 2 Graded and 
drained 7 miles of dirt roads, 
Roads will be ready for pay- 


ing in 1978 if money is avail- 
able, 8, Bought a total of 
$66,000 worth of roadway pipe 
of which $25,000 worth was 
used for driveways for homes, 
fields and pastures, Another 
$30,000 was spent on instal- 
ling pipe for driveways. - 


4, Reworked two bridges on 


Pea River at cost of $35,000 
and built one 30-foot wooden 
bridge. Reworked 15 small 
wooden bridges. 5. Re- 
placed two wooden bridges 
with pipe. 6. Negotiated a 
contract with State Highway 
Department for installing road 
signs at cost of $98,300. - 
7, Maintained 302 miles of 
dirt roads and 467 miles of 
paved roads, 


***3) - Voted to change to 
door-to-door garbage pickup 
for rural residents at cost of 
$3.50 per month, 


***4) - Judge Sawyer went on 
record as recommending re- 
turn to old method of issuing 
tags, 


» ***5) - County employed 30 


CETA employees. Program 
is federally funded to help the 
unemployed, and, 


***6§) - The Commission work- 
ed in harmony to serve the 
people, 
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With two councilmen and 
the city clerk absent, the 
council meeting Tuesday night 
moved lightly through several 
items and then livened up 
with complaints over Mayor 
Folsom’s relationship with the 
police department. 

L. F, (Sonny) Inman was 
present at the meeting and noted 
he had written a Letter to the 
Editor that was printed in last 
week’s ELBA CLIPPER, Inman 
said he was not retracting a 
single statement in that let- 
ter, He also wanted to dis- 
cuss with the council the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the 
incident and the letter writing. 

After explaining the break- 
in at the Elba Country Club 
recently, Inman said he was 
told by the police investigating 
the incident that he could not 
take fingerprints from the win- 
dow or other investigations and 
could only ‘fill out a report.’ 
The officer said this was on 
the mayor’s orders, according 
to Inman, 

Inman stated he checked this 
with a city councilman when he 
couldn’t find the mayor and the 
councilman confirmed that the 
mayor had told the police chief 
and the policemen that they 
would not do any investigation 
and they would close the crime 
lab down, Inman said he 
checked this with another coun- 
cilman and he confirmed the 
statements, 

») Inman noted he “represented 
175 taxpayers and their fam- 
ilies as president of the Coun- 
try Club, and it was within the 
city limits, and we are entitled 
to police protection there as 
well as any other place.” 

“| think we have one of the 
finest police departments, and 
this starts with the chief and 
goes all the way down,” Inman 
noted, He continued, ‘‘Three 
policemen told me they were 
being hindered from doing their 
job by the mayor ahd I feel we 
as taxpayers are not getting 
our money’s worth if this is 
true.” 

Some dogwood trees that 
were pulled up on several 
occasions were also “written 
up on report’? according to 
Inman, ‘I have a child in the 
sixth grade that can write up a 
report,’’ said Inman, 

“T am not taking sides with 
anything but I am saying this, 
you gentlemen, the members of 
this council need to get some- 
thing straightened out because 
us poor suckers sitting out 
here need something to be 
done.” 

Mayor Folsom then ques- 
tioned Chief Johnston on the 
percentage of some reports in 
his hand being crimes commit- 
ted by juveniles and Johnston 
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said none of those in his hand 
was yours, 

Folsom said that first a 
report was made and then any 
necessary action was taken to 
solve the crime. He noted 
that ‘the problem at the coun- 
try club is. . , the situation 
is pretty well in hand,” 
Folsom thenasked Inman, ‘‘Are 
you going to sign a warrant?”’ 
Inman repeated the question 
and then said, “I would signa 
warrant if it was you - I don’t 
care who it is, I would sign a 
warrant because I am repre- 
senting those people out there,” 

Folsom later admitted that 
he had at one time stopped all 
police investigations “because 
of internal problems,’’ but that 
that had been worked out, 
Police officers present said they 
couldn’t fingerprint now because 
the mayor wouldn’t let them 
buy any of the special dust, 

When Chief Johnston was 
asked if he was able to inves~ 
tigate thoroughly, he hesitated 
and Mayor Folsom said ‘Tell 
it like it is,” and Johnston 
said, ‘‘Mayor, you know you 
told us to do preliminaries,” 
and when asked if he was al- 
lowed to dust for fingerprints, 
Johnston said, ‘I do it and a 
couple more people do it, but 
mostly on our own time,” 

Inman asked Johnston if he 
was allowed to put a stake-out 
at the country club or other 
places without getting him- 
self into a jam, Johnston said 
“No sir.” 

Policeman James Spurlin 
asked for recognition and noted 
he was the ‘officer in question’ 
and he wanted to clarify some- 
thing. Spurlin said, ‘‘We were 
informed by your office that 
we wouldu’t do any investiga- 


tion.” He also said in re- 
sponse to Folsom’s earlier 
statement that fingerprints 


couldn’t be gotten sometimes 
from wooden frames, ‘The 
window frame was aluminum 
and it had some beautiful fin- 
gerprints on it.” 

Spurlin asked Folsom, “Did 
you or did you not sitin Mr, 
Jack Prescott’s office the 
other day and say you wanted 
a pow-wow with me on this 
simple thing and did you not 
say in front of witnesses and 
tell me I would regret this 
later on?’? When Folsom de~ 
nied making the threat, Spurlin 
offered to get the witnesses 
and Folsom said it wouldn’t be 
necessary and said ‘‘Maybe you 
misunderstood,”

The new method will cost 


residents $3,50 per month, and 
will consist of picking up resi- 
dential garbage once a week, 

County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins has estimated it will 
cost the county $1000,000 a 
year to operate the program. 
An initial investment of 
$47,000 would be included to 
purchase additional equipment - 
2 trucks and 2 truck bodies, 
If 1500 customers used the 
service and paid $4 a month, 
the net income would be 
$101,000, At the rate of $3,50 
a customer, the county would 
suffer a small loss, 

Probate Judge James 
Sawyer stated, ‘We know the 
program will cost us money 
at first, but we do see a pro- 
fit in the future,” 

Judge Sawyer added that 
residents would not ke forced 


to use the service and report- 
ed non-users had three choi- 
ces; 1,) Pay $3.50 for county! 
pickup, 2,) bring garbage to 
landfill, or 3,) dispose of gar- 
bage on their own property in 
a manne: acceptable .o the 
Health Department, 

“We hope to get a lot of 
customers so the program will 
pay for itself,” said Judge 
Sawyer. ‘‘The more customers, 
the cheaper the cost to the 
people.” | P 

The county currently uses 
garbage containers located 
throughout the county as the 
means of collecting rural gar- 
bage. This system costs 
$75-89,000 per year and br- 
ings in no income, The con- 
tainers will be removed when 
the door-to-door pickup starts,

The continuing Mayor Folsom - Elba police battle continued 
this week at the council meeting, Comparing to all the oth- 
ers, this one was quiet, Also, Folsom conducted himself 
fairly well - considering, He got off to a good start by ad- 
mitting that he had at one time stopped all investigations! 
He says he wants to work with the police, the council and 
the people. No citizen can quarrel with that attitude. Now, 
if the mayor and the council will get together as planned 
for their next meeting, have a clear understanding on the 
matter and inform ALL the police, maybe Elba can move 
away from something that shouldn’t need discussing, and on 
to important matters of state (city). 


Several people in Enterprise keep referring to the ‘‘court- 
house survey” issued by someone at the University of Ala- 
bama, This report strongly leans to building a new court- 
house in Enterprise, which is what these people advocate, 
If they want to win their argument, however, they better get 
some other reason because a child can shoot holes in that 
report, First, the person making it copied from other sources, 
and probably has never been to Coffee County. Also, the re- 
port estimated four or five million for a New Brockton court- 
house, but only one and a half for a new Enterprise courthouse; 
yet it said this was to serve over 50% of the people, but was 
less than half the cost? Also, look how the report described 
the airports - Enterprise lighted and Elba unlighted - WRONG, 
Look how the report described the bus and rail service, Elba 
and New Brockton have both, according to the report, but Ent- 
erprise has a FINE bus and rail service, This is great, but 
how is two OK and the other FINE when the very same train 
serves all three towns? Need we say any more about the 
“survey?” Okay, here is one more - the estimate of 4 or 5 
million for a mew courthouse - National Security just com- 
pleted a beautiful new home office in Elba that exceeds any 
needs for a courthouse, and did it for less than one million 
dollars! I mean, that includes the carpet, the all-new desks 
and chairs and the parking lot. Also, this building is built for 
conserving energy and with plans for expanding if needed, 
Maybe if the people of Coffee County get a chance to vote on 
the courthouse issue and decide to build, they should consider 
contracting with the brains at National Security to supply them 
with a lock and key job(s) - evidence is concrete that it would 
be beautiful, functional and a lot of building(s) for the money! 


The Alabama Legislature is back in session, even if it is 
just for a week. The House started it off right with an argu- 
ment.

After a lot of talk they are going to go door-to- 
door with the pickup instead of emptying about a hundred 
sin ae According to their estimates, this will only cost 
$100, How can you go from 100 pickups to 1500 pickups 
for only an added $10,000, and how can this ‘“‘save’’ money? 
The typical government way to solve a problem is spend more 
money, add a charge to the public and hope NOT to get cre- 
dit for added taxes at election time. This time we saw it, 
gentlemen, We also wonder how you can justify it all when 
your own figures indicate it will still cost money out of the 
general fund, even after the garbage fee charge?

NEIGHBORHOOD DANGER SIGNALS

In the continuing consid- 
eration of effective home pro- 
tection, there are many dan- 
ger signals for concern, 
“Break-in artists’? and others 
who live by ripping off house- 
holders, function with sur- 
prising sophistication, Before 
your home is burglarized, long 
days of preparation may have 
been accomplished, 

Do you get frequent wrong 
number, no response or sur- 
vey-taker telephone calls? Is 
this usual or has it suddenly 
increased? Burglars often 
work in rings, with many peo- 
ple involved, Entire neighbor- 
hoods may be set up by tele- 
phoning each resident several 
times. The caller may or 
may not talk to you about 
trivial matters, but each call 
could be designed to deter- 
mine your at-home schedule, 
When this is established, it’s 
easy to ‘‘visit’? your home 
while you’re away, 

It is essential to home sec- 
urity that no member of the 
family give out private family 
information over the phone, es- 
pecially children should be 
instructed in this regard, Even 
if calls seem routine, and 
coming from well-known local 
sources, be cautious if you get 
this type of call more than 
once in a brief period, Tell 
the caller you’ll return his 
call immediately and hang up. 
Then, check the directory to 
see that the number corres- 
ponds to what you were told, 
and call the person back. Le- 
gitimate callers may be irri- 
tated by this precaution, but 
you can’t be concerned with 
causing small irritations when 
your home and personal safety 
could be involved, 

House thieves goto great 
lengths to make their operations 


appear to neighbors as routine, 
Service vehicles may have 
what appears to be standard 
company identification printed 
on the side, and people in the 
vehicle may wear imprinted 
uniforms and go about their 
activities in seemingly legiti- 
mate manner, The truck to 
be used may purposely be 
parked in the area intended 
for victimizing, several days 
prior, so everyone living in 
the neighborhood will have 
seen it and consider its pre- 
sence routine, This is the 
type of burglars who go to a 
home when occupants are away 
and take everything they can 
load quickly, They gain entry 
many ways, from a wide as- 
sortment of keys to sophisti- 
cated door-opening devices, 
working rapidly and efficient- 
ly to avoid arousing suspicion 
by neighbors. Very often 
these break-ins are accom- 
plished in daylight, and ap- 
artments are as likely to 
become victims as_ Single 
family dwellings. » 

Pre-break-in evaluation of 
your neighborhood by thieves 
can take other forms, Among 
the most often used guises are 
house-to-house canvassers 
taking opinion polls, sales- 
people who ask questions 
while not seeming to care if 
they sell anything, and ser- 
vicemen who appear withqut 
your request, to ‘‘inspect’’ 
appliances or repair flaws 
known only to them and sup- 
posedly the manufacturer, 
Any stranger or uninvited ser- 
vice personnel should be 
treated with caution. Do not 
allow entry until, while he 
waits outside, you call the 
company involved to verify and 
ask him to show personal/bu- 
siness identification, Do not 
allow yourself to be taken in 
by what appears to be an 
‘thonest face.” 


The key to prevention of 
neighborhood victimizing can 
be the reporting by residents 
to local authorities of unusual 
happenings, Several calls 
from the same general area 
may form a pattern, and en- 
able the department to anti- 
cipate questionable group 
movements, 

When should you report? A 
serviceman appears at your 
door and leaves without doing 
what he says he came for, 
when you ask him for indenti- 
fication, A truck is seen re- 
peatedly roaming the are and 
you can’t find the company 
name shown on it in the phone 
directory, If the occupants of 
the vehicle make frequent calls 
at homes where no one re- 
sponds to the knock, be suspi- 
cious, When door-to-door 
sales people make calls in 
your area calling at the back 
door each time, instead of the 
front, Reporting these and 
other suspicious activities by 
strangers should be standard 
procedure for ali concerned 
residents interested in crime 
prevention, 

‘Things like these can’t 
happen in your neighborhood? 
Don’t be overly confident, Th- 
ese operators change location 
overnight, move to other states 
in a matter of hours, In our 
mobile society anything can 
happen, anywyere! It’s up to 
everyone to be on the alert 
and to work closely in coop- 
eration with neighbors and law 
enforcement agencies for 
more effective protection, 

Be sensitive to what is 
taking place in your neigh- 
borhood, day and night, no 
matter how legitimate it 
may appear on the surface,

PECAN FERTILIZATION 


Pecans in Coffee County sh- 
ould be fertilized the last of 


January and certainly no later 
than the first week in Febru- 
ary. Most peopie wait entirely 
too late to fertilize pecan trees, 
A soil test is the best way to 


pecans. However, if you do 
not soil test, follow these rec- 
ommendations, 

Nitrogen is the element 


that supplies the grow power to 


pecans, It takes at least 6-9 
inches of annual twig growth 
for most varieties to produce 
nuts. You need to apply 
enough Nitrogen each year in 
late January to get this much 
growth. The Nitrogen must 


be available to the trees be- 


fore growth begins, Apply 
one-half pound of actual Ni- 
trogen (this would be 1-1/2 
pounds ammonium nitrate) per 
tree per year of age up to 
8-10 pounds of actual Nitro- 
gen.

Frequently we find that by 
the time the wife of an alco- 
holic gets to our office to ask 
what can be done to help her 
husband, she has spent sev- 
eral years trying what we 
call “home treatment meth- 
ods’? in an effort to get him 
to stop drinking, 

Our last article pointed out 
that these methods are not 
only futile, but in many cases 
extremely harmful, This week 
I’d like to discuss these var- 
ious “home treatments’’ in 
more detail and explain why 
they do not work. 

Here are some DON’TS for 
the wives and famipies of al- 
coholics from a pamphlet pub- 
lished by the Hazelden Foun- 
dation, an alcoholism  treat- 
ment center. 

1, DON’T PREACH, LEC-— 
TURE, NAG, OR TRY TO 
REASON WITH THE ALCOHO— 
LIC. These are the most fre- 
quently used and most useless 
ways of trying to help him 
especially when he is intoxi- 
cated, He may already 
be suffering from  feel- 
ings of guilt incomprehen- 
sible to the non-alcoholic, He 
has already told himself all 
and more than you can tell 
him. To remind him of his 
failures, his neglect of fam- 
ily, his lack of social respon- 
sibility and social errors is 
more than he can take. For 
that reason he hears as much 
as he cap bear and simply 
shuts out the rest. The al- 
coholic’s thinking is mixed up 
whether he is sober or intoxi- 
cated, When you try to rea- 
son with him or demand cer- 
tain behavior of him you only 
incyease his need to lie or 
force him to make promises 
he cannot possibly keep, 

2, DON’T ADOPT A ‘“‘HO- 
LIER THAN THOU” OR 
MARTYR LIKE ATTITUDE, It 
is possible to have this 
attitude without saying a word, 
but it isn’t possible to hide 
such an attitude from an alco- 
holic. His sensitivity is such 
that he judges other people’s 
attitudes «toward him ‘by small 
things much more than words--

TO KEEP UP Witt

A new federal regulation, he 
said, will allow recipients with 
high utility bills to pay less 
for stamps. Issued by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture, the regulation 
becomes’ effective on Jan- 
uary 1, 1978. 

“A household whose utility 
bills go up more than $25 from 
one month to the next may 
qualify for the lower purchase.

ENERGY SAVING IN THE 
KITCHEN 

' Use pans that are the same 
size as the burner to avoid 
wasted heat or extra cook- 
ing time. Pans should have 
flat, undented bottoms and 
tight-fitting lids, Cook veg- 
etables in small amounts of 
water or broth, Don’t over- 
cook them; crisp-tender 
vegetables taste better and 
retain more nutrients, When 
possible, cook food covered 
to save energy and nutrients, 

For electric surface cook- 
ing, turn the unit off a few 
minutes before the food is 
done, The stored heat will 
continue to cook the food, Use 
small plug-in appliances when 
possible; they usually don’t use 
as much electricity as burn- 
ers, 

For foods that require long 
cooking, it’s more economical 
to use the oven than the top 
of the stove, Prepare large 
quantities of these foods and 


freeze the extra amount, 

To reduce baking time, pl- 
ace lids on casseroles and use 
shallow pans rather than deep- 
dish ones, Bake meat loaf’ 
in muffin tins for individual 
portions instead of a large 
loaf pan and you’ll cut the 
cooking time by more than 
half, When baking potatoes, 
pierce the centers with metal 
skewers, or cut them in half, 
oil the cut sides and then 
pierce them with skewers, 


SPICES, HERBS AND 
SEASONINGS 

A year is a long time in 
the life of spices, herbs and 
seasonings. They should be 
checked every month or two 
for aroma, Discard those that 
have lost their pungency, 

To test a spce, herb or 
seasoing, rub a bit between 
your fingers and then smell. 
If the aroma is fresh and 
strong, the item is still good, 
If not, you need to replace it. 
One word of caution: Do not 
smell those spices, herbs and 
seasonings that have mold 
growing on them. Sniffing this 
mold could cause respiratory 
problems, 

Sometimes the aroma will 
be only slightly weakened, If 
so, you can increase the am- 
ount of spice, herb or season- 
ings you use to get the desired 
flavor. But be careful. Some 
items, such as cloves, may 
change the color of a product. 

To keep your spices, herbs 
and seasonings fresh longer, 
keep them tightly covered and 
away from your stove. The 
heat from the stove can cause 
them to lose their potency. 
Remember that most spices 
stay fresh longer than herbs 
and whole spices keep longer 
than ground spices,
